The Chamber of Big Business 


For Knight Sales Tax Scheme 


The State Chamber of Commerce has given its expected 
approval to Governor Knight's proposed whipping of wage 
earners with more sales taxes. 

The announcement by the Chamber of Big Business con- 
tains one paragraph which binds together in three brief sen- 
tences the entire Knight-Big Business philosophy of taxation.
